Salt pet re, adulterated with 
slate rock; olive oil wholly without 
trace of olive, artificially colored 
and ad u I re lated with cotton seed oil; 
spices, practically of every character, 
adulterated with wood and sand; tur­ 
pentine is being shipped to Oklahoma, 
contrair) mg 40 per cent coal oil ad­ 
ulteration ; linseed oil without a trace 
of linseed, made from rape seed; and 
the use of cheap imitation flavoring 
extracts, injurious to health, being 
largely made from either, chloroform 
and such injurious drugs.
